As at no other time in America’s past, people are 
beginning to feel that the very best way to cope with the’ 
future is to hold on to a little of the past. For some people, 
this feeling spurs them to search into their family’s history 
and to develop a family tree. Others pore over history 
books at the library to get a fuller understanding of the 
events and people that played a role in history. Yet others 
work to recognize, maintain, and protect an historic 
building as a way to put the past into perspective. 

In the field of architecturat conservation, the growing 
popularity is becoming more and more evident. In 1955, 
when the Michigan Legislature adopted Public Act 10 as a 
means by which official recognition could be provided for 
Michigan's historic architectural resources, only a few sites 
received designation. Today, however, the Michigan 
History Division of the Michigan Department of State and 


, its citizen review body, the Michigan Historical Commis- 


sion, administer a State Register program of over 1500 
sites. Listings include all types of architectural resources 
ranging from opulent Victorian residences to ‘handsome 
commercial buildings, governmental buildings to churches, 
isolated sites to entire historic districts. 

Camp Grayling recently became involved in preserving a 
part of its past when the Michigan Department of Military 
Affairs successfully nominated the Camp Grayling Of- 
ficer’s Open Mess to the State Register of Historic Sites. 
Submitted to and approved for désigiiaiion by ite Micinigan 
Historical Commission in August of 1978, the Officer's 


zed Historic Site 


Open Mess is located on Howe Road within the Camp 
Grayling complex. 

Rasmus Hanson, a local Grayling lumber baron, donated 
the land for Camp Grayling in 1913 as well as the $20,000 
needed to construct the attractive Officer's Open Mess. 
Within the building, completed in 1917, the Officer's Club 
area was designed to accommodate the Governor's Suite 
used during the Executive's traditional review of the troops 

‘each year. The Ballroom, also housed within the Open 
Mess, was and still is used for the Governor's Ball and a 
variety of other formal military affairs. Built of wood and 
attractively detailed on the exterior with a deep porch 
$tretching along the entire front facade and rows of dormer 
windows set into the low hipped roof, the Officer's Open 
Mess lends an air of beauty and relaxation to an otherwise 
austere military setting. 

The Camp Grayling Officer's Open Mess is a significant 
addition to the State Register of Historic Sites both from an 
historical and an architectural point of view. As more 
contemporary military buildings are similarly recognized, 
the State Register will become a richer reflection of 
Michigan’s architectural heritage. 

JANET L. KREGER, Historic Preservation Coordinator 
for the Michigan History Division of the Michigan 
Department of State, is involved in the State Historic 
Preservation Program, A specialist in Architectural History 
and Community Education and Organization, she received a 
B.A. in American History from the University of Michigan in 
1972 and an M.S. in Historic Freservation and Kestoration 
from Columbia University in 1976.

“Dead leaves on the forest 
floor are dried out by the 
spring winds. This dry fuel, 
coupled with high spring 
temperatures and low rela- 
tive humidity. creates an 
ideal condition forthe spread 
of fire.” 

Wilson cites careless 
burning of debris. such as 
leaves and brush, old boards 
and boxes, as the number 
one cause of forest fires 
during the months of April 
and May. Forty-nine percent 
of the forest of April, 1978 
were started by debris burn- 
ing out of control. 

“The spring clean-up pro- 
jects of cabin owners often 
result in a lot of trash to be 
hauled away or burned,” 
says Wilson. “The problem 
is that people don't follow 
safety guidelines by tending 
their fires until they are 
completely out.”

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Why Is Millage Increase Necessary? 


_ Inflation Escalates 


by Joe Schrader 

Despite schoo! enrollment 
that is expected to be stable, 
administration officials pre- 
dict that inflation will result 
in soaring costs within the 
Crawford-AuSable Dist. next 
year. 

Over the next couple of 
weeks, the school board will 
be wrestling with the school 
budget and a final decision 
on the miilage proposal that 
will be made at a special 
session scheduted for April 
30th. 

A recent talk with School 
Superintendent Dr. William 
Diedrich revealed that Craw- 
ford County ranks 500th in 
the 530 school districts in 
Michigan in terms of per 
Dupil schoot funding. Al- 
though alternative programs 
are being considered. a 
basic, economic fact exists. 
Based on the current mil- 
lage. the schoo} will “be in 
the red" by over $108.000 
this operating year. 

“Inflation has just killed 
us.” Diedrich commented, 
“and just to continue our 
basic and on-going educa- 
tional programs. a millage 
incrase proposal is a fore- 
gone conclusion.” 

Projected increased in ba- 
sic school operating costs 
include 18.32% in fuel costs, 
4.56% in electricity. 17.14% 


Cost of Education 


in transportation and 7.52% 
in special eduation. Teacher 
salary and fringe benefit 
increases are an undeter- 
mined factor but will be 
determined between neqo- 
tiations between the school 
system & teacher's union on 
tap for this year. 


No significant changes are 
anticipated in operational 
expenses next year cxcapt 
tor the upward costs of 
inflation. That. in and of 
itself, dictates a need fora 
millage increase proposal on 
this years ballot. Diedrich 
said. The figure tossed a- 
round at last week’s board 
session was a boost of 3.25 
mills. That is necessary. 
.said the finance committee. 
to generate $3.278,000 need- 
ed to operate the schools 
next year. 

Although no final decision 
on school millage will bes 
made until the special April 
30th session. school admin- 
istrators and the board mem- 
bers have predicted that 
voters will face an increase 
proposal on the June 11th 
hallot. 

The Avalanche will con- 
tinue to keep the public 
aware of board activities and 
millage proposals in our 
upcoming issues prior to the 
qenerai ejection in June. 


Child Abuse in Crawford Co.

A young child is reported 
to have burns about his arms 
and face: a young girl is 
forced to have sexual rela- 
tions with her father: an 
infant is left in a closet for 
extended periods of time: 
parents leaving young child- 
ren alone for days to care for 
themselves. These are the 
kinds of reports that we 
receive in the Children's 
Protective Services unit .at 
the Department of Social 
Services. 

There is some belief a- 
mong many of the people in 
Crawford County that these 
types of things do not exist. 
Unfortunately, that is not 
true. There is definitely child 
abuse in Crawford County 
along with child neglect. It is 
my intention in this series of 
articles to inform the peopte 
of Crawford County of what 
types of things cause child 
abuse and to speak out 
about specific ways in which 
the Department of Social 
Services. along with other 
community agencies are 
helping to correct these 
situations. 

| would encourage you, as 
a reader, to be attentive to 
suggestions that we make 
and to the profile that we 
present of potentially abu- 
sive or neglectful parents. It 
is very important that we in 
Crawford County offer our 
help to both parents and 
children who are in poten- 
tially abusive or neglectful 
situations.

ready to use, or at Jeast keep 
a bucket of water nearby. 

“Once you set a fire, don't 
leave until it is comptetely 
out.” 

The penalties are severe 
for negligence that allows a 
fire tO escape. Under the 
_ provisions of Forest Fire 
Law, Act 329, P.a. 1969, you 

may be liable for all expen- 
ses incurred by the state in 
the suppression of the fire. 
Wilfully setting a forest fire 
is a felony offense. 

All sightings of forest fires 
should be reported imme- 
diately to the Dept. of 
Natural Resouces. Regrowth 
is slow, and prevention of 
fires is the best way to 
protect standing timber 
crops. 

In addition to careful 
attention to debris fires, 
extra caution is urged this 
spring with campfires, cig- 
arettes and matches, and hot 
exhause pipes on off-road 
vehicles.

One of the loveliest dis- 
coveries made in the past 


few years of medical re-. 


search has been in Jearning 
the amazing things that a 
brand-new baby can do. For 
example: 

4. Where it was once 
betieved that newborns were 
blind, or at least saw very 
poorly for several weeks, we 
now know that babies see 


. very well early in their life, 


and may “see” to some 
degree while still inside the 
mothers womb! A _ bright 
light shown through the 
uterine wall makes some 
babies cover their eyes with 
their hands, even before 
birth. In addition, we now 
know that infants as young 
as two weeks are often 
capable of telling the differ- 
ence between the face of a 
parent and a stranger's face. 

2. Where it was once 
helieved that newborn babies 
heard very poorly, we now 
know that a baby as. young 
as two weeks not only hears 
very well, but can also tell 
the difference between the 
sound of a parent's voice and 
the sound of a Stranger’s 
voice. In addition, some 
babies will curl up in a ball 
and attempt to withdraw 
from a toud sound, even 
while still inside mother's 
womb! 

These discoveries in med- 
ical science may come as no 
surprise to many parents, 
who may have always felt 
that their babies “knew” 
them soon after the delivery. 
Other parents have. been 


frustrated trying to convince 
in-laws that baby was smi- 
ling directly at mom, when 
the in-law persisted that the 
baby was only having “gas”. 
Still other parents have tried

to explain to neighbors or 
the family doctor that their 
baby seemed cold and dis- 


‘tant to them, oniy to have 


that impression scoffed at, 
on the grounds that babies 
never know what they are 
doing. As is so often the 
case, parents were way 
ahead of the rest of us in 
understanding their own ba- 


“pies. 


What do these discoveries 


‘mean for new parents, and 
for parents of the future? . 


Well, one thing for certain is 
that we now know just how 
early a baby ts ready for a 
special relationship with his 
mother and father. If a baby 
works that hard at that early 
age to tell the difference 
between the faces and voices 
of. special people and of 
strangers, it follows that: 
baby is wanting to reach out 
to and make a bond with 
those special people. 

Another result of these 
discoveries is that we now 
know what an important part 
baby plays in the growth ofa 
love relationship with mom 
and dad. A baby that smiles 
tight at Dad is helping to 
“hook” his Dad, and is 
making it easier for Dad to 
love him. A_ baby that 
nuzzies into mother's neck 
or responds to mother's 
voice by kicking his legs and 
smiling is helping to draw 
that mother into a closer, 
relationship with him. Simi 
larly. a baby who feels stiff, 
who is hard to comfort, who 
rarely smiles at or looks at 
his mom--that baby may be 
harder to care for, even 
harder to love. A mother or 
father with such a baby may 
feet that they are terrible 
parents because they do not 
feel the love and the desire 
to care for their child that 
they see their neighbor feel 
for the neighbor's own child. 
To feel so terrible is to 
ignore the fact that babies 
are different, that mother 
‘love and father love are not 
always automatic things. 
Falling in love is a two-way 
Street. lt requires a very 
special kind of effort for a 
parent to keep picking up a 
baby who is not cuddly, to 
keep tooking at a baby who 
looks away, to talk to a baby 
who seems not to hear. Just 
as some parents are lucky 
enough to be rewarded with 
smiles and fooks from the 
beginning of life with their 
new baby, so the persis- 
tently-giving parent of a 
baby that is not very respon- 
sive in the beginning will 
eventually be rewarded with 
the same smiles and looks. 
That parent will have the 
additional pleasure of know- 
ing that he/she helped to 
teach baby to rospund, nieip- 
ed to teach baby how to fall 
in love!

Twister! Tornado Tips to Save Lives 


Each year tornadoes kilt.- 


hundreds of people. Thousands 
of homes are destroyed. Whole 


their basements are left, 

No one can stop a tornado; 
but there are precautions you 
can take to safeguard lives and 
property. - 

The peak tornado season is 
generally recognized as April, 
May and June. One has to hear 
but one word, Xenia, to remem- 
ber the fury of a tornado in our 
state. : 

There is little that can be 


done to avoid the property, 


destruction tornadoes bring: 
put tornadoes do not have to be 
killers You can take precau- 
jions when a Storm threatens 
and thereby save lives, reduce 
the threat of injury and lessen 
property damage. 

A tornado is a severe storm. 
The winds in a tornado turn 
counter-clockwise with wind 
speeds that vary from under 100 
miles per hour to approaching 
300 miles per hour. Tornadoes 
do their destructive work 
through the combined action of 
their strong rotary winds, flying 
debris and the partial vacumn in 
the center of the vortex. 

Most tornadoes move from 
the southwest to the northeast. 
Generally. tornadoes occur in 
the spring in the late afternoon 
on a hot day. But remember, 
tornadoes can happen at any 
time . 

EASY TO RECOGNIZE 

You'll have no trouble récog- 
nizing an actuat tornado! It is a 
finnel-shaped cloud extending 
down from the base of a thunder 
cloud. As it touches earth, it 
weithes and twists throwing up 
debris in all directions. ST is 
usually accompanied by hail, 
violent thunderstorms and wind. 
Its notse is so loud it can blot 
out the sound of crashing 
buildings and falling trees. 

When the skies look threaten- 
ing. listen to the radio. The 
National Weather Service and 
the Severe Storm Warning Cen- 
jer track all weather systems 
with sophisticated radar and are 
usually able to give adequate 
advance warning of violent 
weather conditions. A Tornado 
Watch means the atmospheric 
conditons are such that torna- 
does could develop. A Tornado 
Warning means an actual funnel 
has been sighted in your area. 
Warnings are usually accom- 
panied with a description of the 
speed and direction of travel of 
the funnel. Many communities 
have also arranged special 
warning systems such as 
sounding warning sirens. 

When a watch is issued, 
listen to broadcast advisories, 
he ready to take cover. It is wise 
to collect a_ battery-powered 
fight and radio and have family 
members within earshot under 
watch conditons. Also, take 
your car keys: should 4 tornado 
hit Your ared, your car may still 
be operable--but keys could be 
Jost in the rubble.

Open all windows a crack to pre- 
vent a vacuum from being created 
within your house. An airtight house 
can literaliy explode in a tornado. 

For further protection, move to the 
southwest corner of your basement. 
Get under a heavy table or work- 
bench if possible. If you have no 
basement, take cover under sturdy 
furniture in the center of tha house. 

H you're in an office building or 
school, protect yourself in an inte- 
rior hallway on a lower floor. Avoid 
auditorlums and gymnasiums or 
other structures with wide, free-span 
roofs. In open country, move away 
from the tornado's path at aright 
angle. If there is no time to escape, 
lie flat in the nearest depression, 
SUCH as a ditch or ravine.

if your home is damaged, get in 
touch at once with your insurance 
agent or company.

Closely inspect your property, 
including automobiles, for dam- 
age. Check immediately for 
electrical problems and gas 
leaks and report to utilities or 
fire department if danger is 
imminent. 


If you have extensive damage, . 


contact your insurance com- 


pany-immediatel.tn the: méan- + 


time, secure your property from 
further damage or theft. Heavy 
rains often follow a tornado. 

Take an inventory of the 
damage to speed yourinsurance 
settlement. Your policy provides 
coverage for additional living 
expenses should you not be 
able to stay in your home. 

There is also a policy provi- 
sion for paying the expense of 
détis temavat. . 

li you have not suffered 
damage, be a good neighbor 
and help those who néed it. But 
do not telephone directly into or 
visit a disaster area. Reports 
will be broadcast, so let the 
rescue work proceed unhamper- 
ed by spectators and curiousity 
seekers. 

Do not enter a_ building 
damaged by a tornado until you 
are sure it is safe and will not 
collapse. 

Use only approved or chlori- 
nated supplies of drinking wa- 
ter.

Scalloped Oysters 

Oysters are not very pretty 
but they're delicious served in 
many ways, raw or cooked. 
Oysters are at their best now, so 
do scallop some now. They are 
edible in the summer but not 
nearly as good. Quick — frozen 
oysters come in packages, 
ready for use. Fresh oysters 
may be purchased in the sheiis 
or ready shucked, 
4 pint tresh oysters 
3/4 cup milk 
3/4 cup heavy cream 
Cayenne and tobasco to taste 
Sait to taste 
1/3 cup butter \ 
2-1/2 cups crushed crackers 

Drain oysters. Line a shallow 
baking dish with 1 cup of the 
cracker crumbs. Put the oysters 
on top of the crackers and 
season with salt and cayenne. 
Dot with half the butter and 
cover with remaining crackers. 
Mix tobasco with the milk and 
cream and pour over all, barely 
covering the oysters. Dot with 
remaining butter and bake for 
about 25 minutes in a preheated 
400 degree oven. The oysters 
should be puffy and the 
crackers stightly browned. 

Oysters should be baked 
single layered so as not to be 
overcooked.
